3. The Health Commission has 
approved of the plan (question 
was if Health Department would 
be consulted); 


4, There is no evidence to sup-

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EDITORIAL 


THE VALUE OF ALTONA INDUSTRY 


The value of Altona industry is twofold. 


The enormous industrial capital invest- 
ment in Altona apart from other aspects 
has, by its contribution to rate revenue, sub- 
stantially assisted in the progress of the shire. 


As well, industry is necessary to pro- 
vide local employment. Here the position is 
not good. : : 

~- A survey in 1964 based largely on the 

previous census showed that two-thirds of 
male workers of Altona had to find employ- 
ment in places outside the shire and of the 
females only one-sixth could be employed 
locally, 

The results of the fast census are not yet 
available, but there is little reason to expect 
any great improvement. ; 

It is of course desirable that to an extent 
Altona‘ should remain as a dormitory town. 
tt is a pleasant place in which to live, even 
if one must needs work elsewhere. 


But if suitable labour employing indus- 
try can be brought to Altona, so much the 
better. 

Various methods of attracting industry 
to particular localities have been practised. 

Morwell, for instance, is being indus- 
trially “promoted in prominent magazines 
(with emphasis on available female labour). 
Sunshine, with good acres of industrial land, 
proposed an elaborate brochure. 

Altona has a smaller potential. Much 
of its vacant industrial land is held by focal 
or other industry as an insurance against the 
future. Slough Estates, with its factory lease 
plans, has a relatively farge area open to new 
industry. . . 

Altona industry will grow, if only con- 
currently with western Melbourne industrial 
development. The possibilities opened by 
the new bridge cannot be overlooked. 
Whether any further incentive to its growth 
is possible or necessary is debatable. 

We can be assured that this Altona need 
will not be overlooked in any publicity plans. 


But in the finial analysis efficiency and 
economy will be the guiding and controlling 
factors in the establishment of new industry 
in Altona.

Mr. Chipperfield’s letter says: 

“I refer to your letter of 
April 12, 1967, concerning a 
council resolution that the Com- 
mission be asked advise on 
‘what improvements it has made 
over the last 12 months to allevi- 
ate the dust problem at Paisley 
Briquette Depot. 


EXPENSE 


“A great deal of expenditure 
has been incurred in reducing 
dust’ emission since the site was 
acquired in 1949, including an 
afforestation plan which resulted 
in the planting of some 2500 
trees and the progressive in- 
stallation of sprays which are 
operated during summer months. 


“These have been supplemen- 
ted by the addition of three water 
carts which with the sprays are 
operating on a seven-lay basis. 


“During the past 12 months 
the Commission has spent aj 
proximately $30,000 on dust sup- 
pression, including the water 
charges for millions of gallons 
used during the year. Because 
we have been using. as much 
water as we can get, from the 
Melbourne and Metropolitan 
Board of Works for watering 
down the area we have also been 
experimenting with high pres- 
sure sprays to see if better re- 
sults can be obtained. We have 
purchased an improved tyne of 
mobile water tanker capable of 
saturation spraying and, as this 
proved effective, a second tanker 
has been ordered. 


EXPERIMENTS 


“Experiments have been car- 
ried out with the spraying of 
bitumen emulsion on briquette 
stacks and access roadways 
around stacks. In addition, all 
overhead bunkers have been 
covered and new sheeting added

COMMITTEE FORMED 


The Council of Progress Associations of Vic- 
toria has a viewpoint on air pollution strongly simifar 
to that already expressed by Cr. W. L. J. Crofts at an 
Altona Shire Council meeting. 


The CPAV has decided to form 
an air pollution action commit- 
tee to implement a seven point 
proposal already considered and 
presented to the Minister of 
Health. 


These can be summarised 
as— 


@ Government legislation to 
include a clean air division with- 
in the Health Department which 
will accept the fullest respon- 
sibility for control and preven- 
tion of air pollution; 


® This division to be on simi- 
lar lines to New South Wales— 
adequately staffed for labora- 
tory and field research; 


@ Reconstitution of the clean 
air committee to give a greater 
representation to councils and 
other organisations—with more 


, | frequent and regular meetings; 


@ A license system for in- 


dustry having a potentially high 
pollution discharge; 


@ Legislation to compel all 
motor vehicles at earliest oppor- 
tunity to be fitted with anti- 
pollution devices; 


@ Uniform State-Common- 
wealth legislation; and 


@ Assurance of the fullest 
possible support from the clean 
air committee to municipal coun- 
cils. 

“ The Minister of Health has 
given no firm answer on the 
proposals as yet. 


Though the Altona Shire Coun- 
cil has been active in air pollu- 
tion matters, it was not associa- 
ted with the deputation to the 
Minister. 

The general effect of the pro- 
posals is for a State body ade- 
quately staffed and equipped 
with full responsibility and 
powers to take actions now per 
force being performed by local 
government bodies.
